LOWING  to  the  claims  ot'  Stoke,  for  an  extension  of  her  boun¬ 
daries,  it  is  quite  probable  that  ere  another  year  the 
lit  unclaries  of  the  Leek  Rural  Area  will  have  undergone  another 
change,  and,  that  this  will  be  the  last  time  that  the  area  will  ex¬ 
ceed  72.000  acres,  although  the  number  of  parishes  may  remain 
the  same.  At  present  the  Leek  Rural  District  consists  of  23  par¬ 
ishes,  parts  of  2  others,  grouped  into-  four  sub-registration  areas, 
•  viz..  Leek,  Leekfith,  Longnor,  and  Norton.  The  Leek  and  Leek- 
frith  Sub-registration  Districts  comprise  rather  more  than  31,000 
acres,  and  are  made  up  of  the  parishes  of  Bradnop, Horton, Onecote, 
Rudyard,  Heaton,  Leek  frith .  Rushton  James,  Rushton  Spencer, 
with  a  part  of  the  parishes  of  Leek  and  Tittesworth.  The  Longnor 
Sub-Registration  District,  which  comprises  the  parishes  of  But¬ 
te  rton,  Fawfieldhead,  Grindon,  Heathy  Lee,  Hollinsclough,  Long¬ 
nor,  Quarnford,  Sheen,  Warslow  and  Elkstones,  extends  to  over 
13,000  acres  ;  whilst  the  Norton  Sub-Registration  Area,  consisting 
ot  Norton,  Bagnall,  Longsdon,  Endon,  and  Stanley,  extends  to 
over  13,000  acres.  The  whole  district  of  Rural  Leek  consists  of  over 
72,000  acres,  and  the  population  for  1019  has  been  estimated  at 
Id, 708  for  birth-rate,  and  15,079  for  death-rate. 

This  wide  district  may  be  said  to  be  practically  all  agricultural, 
the  great  majority  of  the  farmers  producing  and  selling  milk. 
A  large  trade  is  done  in  this  connection  with  the  large  towns, 
and  the  great  milk  food  producing  firms.  Ploughing  and  crop- 
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rearing  lias  been  tried  during  the  years  of  the  war,  but  owing  to 
the  late  springs,  early  autumns  and  short  summers,  the  results 
were  disappointing.  Jn  some  cases  the  corn  was  never  cut,  and 
it  would  seem  to  be  an  absolute  waste  of  energy,  and  of  ground 
only  adapted  for  pasture,  to  try  and  produce  crops  that  stand 
such  a  poor  chance  of  being  harvested.  On  the  other  hand, 
grazing  and  milk  producing  pay  well,  and  there  is  no  doubt 
tli-1  farmers  in  this  district  have  done  much  better  of  late  years, 
and  their  homes  show  the  result  of  this  prosperity  in  the  greater 
comfort  and  a  general  appearance  of  well-being.  Whilst  this 
general  description  applies  to  the  greater  part  of  the  area,  there 
is  a  wild  district  beyond  Upperhulme,  extending  to  Quarnford, 
Longnor  and  Warslow,  consisting  of  moor  and  heather,  lying  ex- 
jrosed  about  1,000  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea,  that  would  seer^ 
b\  nature  to  be  more  fitted  for  grouse  than  for  anything  else. 
Getting  on  to  a  century  ago,  some  coal  pits  were  worked,  but 
owing  to  the  quality  of  coal  and  their  remoteness  from  market, 
were  closed  down,  and  it  is  not  likely  that  they  will  ever 
be  re-opened.  Dotted  throughout  this  district  are  many  villages. 
Of  these,  the  most  important  is  Norton,  a  large  mining  village, 
situated  on  the  crest  of  a  hill,  with  a  long  street  running  down 
the-  southern  slope  and  linking  it  up  with  Norton  Green.  At  the 
bottom,  about  a  mile  from  Norton  Green,  is  Brown  Edge,  a 
scattered  village,  also  mining.  Endon,  on  the  railway  line  from 
the  Potteries  to  Leek,  is  about  li  miles  from  Brown  Edge.  This 
village  with  Stockton  Brook  is  residential  in  character,  and  the 
houses  are  mostly  of  an  up-to-date  style,  and  include  many  fine 
residences.  All  these  villages  are  supplied  from  the  Staffordshire 
Potteries  Waterworks  Company,  and  whilst  Norton,  Norton  Green 
and  Brown  Edge,  are  privy  areas,  Endon  has  now  a  completed 
scheme  for  sewage  disposal,  but  owing  to  the  difficulty  of 
getting  work  done,  only  few  connections  have  as  yet  been  made. 
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Longstlon,  a  scattered  rambling  village  of  good  houses,  situated 
on  the  top  of  Ladderidge,  overlooking  Leek,  2  miles  distant,  is 
also  abundantly  supplied  with  water  from  the  Staffordshire  Pot¬ 
teries  Waterworks  Company,  and  the  supply  here  as  elsewhere 
is  constant.  Rudyard  is  situated  3  miles  from  Leek,  at  the  foot 
of  the  romantic  and  picturesque  lake  of  the  same  name.  It  is 
a  great  centre  for  “  trippers,”  and  the  lake  with  its  overhanging 
woods,  makes  the  place  an  ideal  resort  for  a.  day  remote  from 
the  air  of  a  crowded  city.  Rushton,  at  the  head  of  the  lake,  is 
more  a  somewhat  congested  area,  than  a  village,  the  houses  here 
being  grouped  a  little  closer  than  over  the  rest  of  the  area.  On 
the  borders  of  Cheshire  we  have  Danebridge,  a  little  hamlet 
situated  on  both  sides  of  the  Dane,  consisting  of  about  20  houses, 
most  of  them  on  the  side  without  the  Leek  area.  Flash,  Longnor 
and  Warslow,  all  lying  high  and  exposed,  are  only  small, 
and  with  Butterton  and  Onecote  more  sheltered  in  their  valleys 
form  the  characteristic  country  villages,  with  joiner, 
black  smith,  etc.  Needless  to  say,  no  manufactories  are  carried 
on  in  any  of  these  villages,  and  in  none  is  there  a  system  of 
sewage.  The  water  supply  is  from  wells  and  pumps,  except  in 
the  case  of  Longnor.  where  there  are  waterworks. 


During  the  last  few  years,  changes  of  proprietorship  have  been 
taking  place  in  this  neighbourhood  as  over  the  rest  of  England. 
Many  landlords  have  sold  their  .land  either  by  auction  or  privately 
in  many  cases  to  their  tenants.  That  the  tenant  has  got  his  farm 
ai  a  lower  figure  by  private  bargain  than  what  he  could  have  got 
it  in  the  open  market,  show  that  the  sympathy  that  united  land¬ 
lord  and  tenant  was  actually  real,  but  whether  the  change  will  be 
to  the  benefit  of  the  farmer,  or  the  country  at 
large,  remains  to  be  seen.  In  many  cases,  the  farmer 
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having  parted  with  all  his  spare  money,  still  owes  on  the  purchase 
of  the  farm,  a  sum.  the  interest  of  which  is  more  than  his 
previous  rent.  If  high  prices  remain,  the  farmer  may  manage  to 
free  himself  from  this  mill-stone,  but  if  bad  times,  bad  harvests, 
or  bad  prices  come,  worry,  anxiety,  bad  health,  depreciation  in 
the  price  of  stock,  and  finally  bankruptcy,  would 
be  not  only  of  local  but  of  national  importance.  In  the 
meantime,  if  farmers  make  money,  no  doubt  we  shall  see  the 
result  in  improvements  in  the  farm  buildings,  and  the  sanitation 
of  agricultural  England  will  lie  greatly  improved.  Generally 
speaking,  much  requires  to  be  done  in  the  neighbourhood  to  bring 
houses,  cowsheds,  etc.,  up  to  the  desired  standard,  hut  whilst 
bricklayers  and  other  workmen  are  taken  up  in  the  erection  of 
new  houses,  and  all  requisites  are  difficult  to  obtain,  amelioration 
of  the  conditions  seems  to  be  all  that  is  practicable  in  the  im¬ 
mediate  future. 

In  the  large  majority  of  cases  all  the  work  on  the  farms  is 
done  by  the  farmer  and  his  family.  When  additional  help  is 
required,  this  is  obtained  by  the  engagement  of  young  men  and 
women,  who  reside  in  the  farmhouse.  There  is  practically  no 
cases  in  which  married  men  are  engaged,  and  consequently  the 
question  of  additional  cottages  for  working  men  does  not  arise. 
In  the  case  of  many  of  the  small  farms,  the  occupant  has  also 
an  occupation,  o.g.,  mining,  roadmaking,  etc.  Many  of  the  farms 
a;e  difficult  of  access,  and  the  roads  to  them  are  not  only  most 
inconvenient,  but  in  a  wretched  state  of  repair.  It  is  a  truism 
in  say  that  the  prosperity  of  Leek  Rural  depends  entirely  ou 
the  prosperity  of  agriculture.

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From  the  above  table  it  will  he  seen  that  more  than  one-half 
the  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  four  months  of  the  year. 


Of  the  204  deaths  70'  were  above  65,  or  rather  more  than  one 
out  of  three.  Norton  had  34  deaths  out  of  a  total  of  95  over  65 
years.  Longnor  23  out  of  48.  Leek  11  out  of  33,  and  Leekfirth 
2  out  of  14. 


Of  the  25  deaths  transferred  in,  10  occurred  in  the  Leek  Union 
Infirmary,  4  at  the  County  Mental  Hospital  ,Uheddleton,  4  at 
the  North  Stafford  Infirmary,  1  at  the  Leek  Isolation  Hospital, 
1  at  Derby  Royal  Infirmary,  1  at  Leek  Cottage  Hospital,  so 
that  only  4  of  the  deaths  transferred  in  occurred  outside  Public 
Institutions.  The  large  number  of  deaths  belonging  to  the  district 
that  takes  place  in  the  Union  Infirmary  shews  the  extent  to  which 
this  Institution  serves  the  purpose  of  a  nursing  home  for  the  poor, 
and  the  majority  of  cases  sent  into  this  Institution  consists  of 
those  in  which  “  they  cannot  do  with  them  at  home,”  helpless, 
bedridden,  and  incontinent.

This  ifl  an  increase  of  31  over  last  year's  births,  and  approaches 
within  measurable  distance  of  the  return  of  1911.  viz.:  389.  The 
birth-rate  calculated  on  the  estimated  population  for  birth-rate 
is  23.68,  compared  with  21.9  .for  1918,  and  19.6  for  1917.  This 
rate  is  much  in  excess  of  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole, 
which  is  18.6  per  1.000.  This  year’s  increase  of  births  is  distri¬ 
buted  over  all  the  4  sub-registration  areas:  Leek  having  an  in¬ 
crease  of  13  ;  Leekfrith  3  ;  Longnor,  12  ;  and  Norton  3  ;  in  con¬ 
trast  with,  1918,  when  the  increase  over  1917  was  entirely  due  to 
the  Norton  area,  where  the  number  was  12  nice  than  the  previous 
year.  The  proportion  of  males  to  female  births  remains  the  same 
as  last  year,  viz.  :  104  males  to  ICO1  females. 


The  total  deaths  under  1  year  are  24,  2  less  than  1918  and 
7  over  1917.  Of  the  24,  exactly  one-third  died  during  the  first 
week  which  is  practically  the  same  as  last  year,  and  10  deaths 
in  all  occurred  under  4  weeks.  The  8  under  a  week  were  all  due 
to  debility  from  birth  or  congenital  malformation;  the  two  deaths 
over  a  week  and  under  4  resulted  from  Diarrhaea  and  Gastritis. 
Of  the  14  who  survived,  4  weeks  and  died  within  the  year,  2  died 
from  Whooping  Cough,  1  from  Influenza,  1  Meningitis,  1  Bronchitis, 
2  from  Marasmus,  and  no  fewer  than  6,  or  25  per  cent,  of  the 
whole  deaths  under  a  year,  from  Pneumonia.  On  comparing 
these  causes  of  death  it  is  remarkable  how  closely  they  resemble 
those  for  1918. 


The  death-rate  for  children  under  one  was  64.5  per  1,000 
births,  and  that  for  England  and  Wales  was  89.  From  1-15  years 
of  age  the  number  of  deaths  is  given  in  the  following  table,  which 
can  be  used  for  comparison  with  different  years:  —

This  shows  a  considerable  improvement  on  the  previous  two 
years.  The  causes  of  death  included  Measles  (1),  Whooping  Cough 
Diphtheria  (3),  Influenza  (1),  Tuberculous  Meningitis  (3),  and 
other  Tuberculous  Disease  (1),  Meningitis  (1),  Bronchitis  (4), 
Pneumonia  (4),  and  Violence  (2). 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

In  recording  the  infectious  diseases  for  the  year,  it  will  per¬ 
haps  be  best  to  deal  with  them  in  chronological  order  so  that  the 
prevalence  of  diseases  in  the  district  in  the  different  months  can 
he  seen  at  a  glance  and  compared  with  the  number  of  deaths. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  no  deaths  had  occurred  in  the  entire 
district  from  Influenza  for  over  a  week,  and  we  began  the  year 
without  a  single  case  of  Infectious  Disease  in  Hospital. 


During  January  Influenza  again  accounted  for  5  out  of  14 
deaths.  Of  the  5  deaths,  3  occurred  in  the  Longnor  area.  No 
doubt  owing  to  its  isolated  situation  the  epidemic  occurred  later 
than  in  the  other  districts.  In  this  month,  a  case  of  Cerebro 
Spinal  Meningitis  was  notified,  and  one  case  of  Measles.  Among 
the  children  attending  Brindley  Ford  School  there  were  many 
cases  of  Whooping  Cough. 


February  returns  showed  a  continuance  of  the  Influenza 
epidemic,  and  7  out  of  the  30  deaths  registered  were  due  to  this 
disease.  Of  these  deaths  6  were  from  12  to  43  years  of  age.  In 
the  districts  principally  affected.  Longnor  and  Bagnall,  the  schools 
were  closed  and  the  usual  means  adopted  of  dealing,  with  the 
epidemic,  and  leaflets  were  freely  circulated.  Tn  thi-  month  3 
eases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  and  2  of  these  were  sent  to 
Ti lister’s  Wood  Hospital.  A  single  case  of  Measles  was  also  re¬ 
ported  during  the  month. 

March  showed  a  marked  decline  in  the  Influenzal  mortality, 
the  deaths  being  reduced  to  3,  and  it  may  here  be  noted  that 
throughout  the  whole  course  of  the  epidemic  the  mortality  has 
been  especially  marked  amongst  those  in  the  prime  of  life,  and 
the  voting  have  to  a  large  extent  been  less  seriously  affected. 
Only  two  cases  of  Infectious  Disease,  viz.  :  2  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
were  notified  during  the  month,  and  these  were  both  received 
into  Tiuster’s  Wood  Hospital. 

June. — At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  held  on  the 
25th  for  the  previous  4  weeks,  2  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  1  of 
Diphtheria  were  reported.  Several  of  the  schools  in  the  district 
had  had  their  attendances  reduced  by  reason  of  Infectious  Disease. 
At  Brown.  Edge,  owing  to  the  epidemic  of  Mumps  and  Whooping 
Cough,  the  attendance  fell  to  of)  per  cent.,  and  the  Warsiow 
School  had  several  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  among  the  pupils. 

During  the  4  weeks  preceding  July  23rd,  5  cases  cf  Diphtheria 
occurred  at  Brown  Edge.  Unfortunately1  at  the  same  time  in  the 
same  district  an  epidemic  of  Mumps  prevailed,  which  increased 
tin*  danger  of  the  more  important  disease  being  overlooked  and 
thereby  being  unrecognised.  All  the  cases  of  Diphtheria  were

promptly  removed  to  Tinster’s  Wood  Hospital.  Owing  to  an 
epidemic  of  Measles  among  the  children  attending  Gun  End 
School,  this  School  was  closed  for  10  days. 

For  the  4  weeks  previous  to  20th  August,  6  more  cases  of 
Diphth  eria  occurred  at  Brown  Edge,  and  one  case  of  Scarlet 
Fever  was  notified. 

The  Brown  Edge  School  was  visited,  and  the  pupils'  throats 
inspected,  and  where  there  was  any  suspicion,  swabs  were  taken 
and  bacteriologically  examined.  In  this  connection  one  may 
mention  the  abnormal  percentage  of  children  in  this  School  with 
Adenoids,  enlarged  Tonsils,  and  a  general  catarrhal  condition  of 
the  throat. 

On  the  17th  September  the  report  as  to  Diphtheria  was  much 
more  satisfactory,  as  only  1  case  had  been  notified  during  the 
preceding  4  weeks.  This  case  was  also  admitted  to  Hospital,  and 
on  this  date  was  the  only  case  under  treatment  in  the  district. 
Two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  reported  and  these  were  removed 
and  treated  in  the  Leek  Isolation  Hospital.  During  the  same 
period  3  cases  of  Measles  occurred  at  Longnor  School,  and  a  single 
case  of  Mumps  was  reported  from  Onecote. 

On  October  15th,  the  infectious  diseases  for  the  4  weeks  pro¬ 
ceeding  were  2  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  8  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever. 
As  the  last  case  of  Diphtheria  was  reported  on  the  25th  Septem¬ 
ber,  it  seemed  as  if  the  epidemic  had  now  come  to  an  end.  At 
this  time  there  were  4  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  in  Tinster  s  Wood 
Hospital,  and  6  in  the  Leek  Isolation  Hospital.  In  Longnor  and 
Warslow,  adjoining  schools,  cases  of  Measles  were  reported  as 
occurring  among  the  children, 
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12th  November. — During  the  preceding  1  weeks,  1  case  of 
Scarlet  Fever  was  reported  at  Bagnall,  and  1  Scarlet  Fever  case 
at  Iladdeley  Green.  Also  1  Diphtheria  case  was  notified  at  Grown 
Edge.  Norton- in-tlie -Moors. 

December  10th.  —  Two  more  eases  of  Diphtheria  occurred 
during  the  preceding  1  weeks  and  10  cases  of  Measles.  Ihese 
cases  of  "Measles  occurred  among  the  pupils  attending  the  Faw- 
fieldhoad-Newtown  School,  and  the  school  was  closed  until  after 
the  Christmas  holidays. 

All  facilities  are  offered  to  medical  practitioners  in  the  way  of 
bacteriological  aid  to  diagnosis,  and  so  far  as  Diphtheria  and 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  are  concerned  these  have  been  largely 
taken  advantage  of.  Practically  all  cases  of  Diphtheria  are 
treated  in  hospital,  and  no  ease  is  discharged  without  a  negative 
report  on  a  swab  sent  to  the  bacteriologist. 

During  the  year  19  cases  of  Tuberculosis1  have  been  notified. 
The  notification  of  this  disease  seems  to  be  conscientiously  carried 
out,  judging  from  the  number  of  specimens  of  sputum  submitted 
to  bacteriological  examination.  Many  doubtful  cases  are  sent  to 
the  local  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  for  the  opinion  of  the  Tubercu¬ 
losis  Officer  before  notification  of  such  cases,  as  cases  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis. 


There  were  no  notifications  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  during 
1919,  and  not  a  single  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  was  reported. 

Of  the  19  eases  of  Tuberculous  Disease  notified  during  1919, 
10  were  males  and  9  females,  and  of  these  15  eases  were  pulmonary 
and  tlie  other  four  were  glandular  (3),  and  meningeal  (1).  All 
the  cases  over  5  years  of  age  were  pulmonary.  The  age  distribu- 


tion  is  given  in  the  table  of  Infections  Diseases.  Seven  of  the 
cases  were  school  children.  Of  the  twelve  remaining,  2  were 
farmers,  2  housewives,  1  miner,  1  domestic  servant,  1  chauffeur,  1 
boxmaker,  1  silk  worker,  1  gest  placer,  D.S.,  1  plaster,  D.S.,  and 
a  child  under  school  age.  All  these  cases  are  visited  by  the  Health 
Visitor,  and  any  sanitary  defects  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  by  her. 

CEREBRO  SPINAL  MENINGITIS. — One  case  of  Cerebro 
Spinal  Meningitis,  occurred  in  the  Parish  of  Bagnall  during  the 
year.  This  patient  had  an  attack  of  Influenza  about  3  weeks 
previous  to  the  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever.  The  onset  was  sudden  and 
characterised  by  severe  headache.  Lumbar  puncture  was  done, 
and  microscopic  examination  of  the  cerebro  spinal  fluid  confirmed 
the  diagnosis.  The  case  died  after  two  days  illness,  and  before 
she  could  be  treated  with  serum.  Contacts  were  isolated  and  all 
other  precautions  taken.  No  further  cases  occurred. 

SMALL  POX. — There  lias  been  no  necessity  for  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  under  the  Public  Health  (Small  Pox  Prevention) 
Regulations,  1917,  to  make  any  primary  vaccinations  or  re¬ 
vaccinations. 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  Council  has  a  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of  infectious 
diseases,  beautifully  situated  at  Tinster’s  Wood,  on  a  sunny 
plateau,  with  the  wood  behind.  It  is  well  isolated,  and  the  situ¬ 
ation  is  an  ideal  one  for  the  purpose.  The  Hospital  itself  is  a  corru¬ 
gated  iron  structure,  and  consists  of  2  wards,  with  accommodation 
for  12  patients.  The  Hospital  has  been  used  for  both  diphtheria 
and  scarlet  fever,  and  after  being  used  for  diphtheria,  and  it  is 
necessary  to  admit  a  case  of  scarlet  lever,  or  vice  versa,  the  most 


thorough  disinfection  of  hospital,  bedding,  etc.,  is  carried  into 
effect.  If  accommodation  for  more  than  one  form  of  infectious 
disease  is  required  at  the  same  time,  the  Council  have  an  arrange¬ 
ment  with  the  Leek  Urban  Council  by  which  they  have  the  priv¬ 
ilege  of  having  cases  treated  in  the  Leek  Isolation  Hospital. 

During  the  year  1919,  nine  cases. of  scarlet  fever,  and  seven 
of  diphtheria  were  treated  in  Tinster’s  Wood  Hospital  without  a 
death,  and  eight  scarlet  fever  and  nineteen  diphtheria  were 
treated  in  the  Leek  Isolation  Hospital  with  one  death  from 
diphtheria. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Leek  Rural  came  under  the  County  Scheme  and  is  supplied 
with  two  Health  Visitors,  who  also'  do  work  in  connection  with 
Schools  and  Tuberculosis.  The  district  is  wide  and  scattered,  and 
in  submitting  the  report  of  visits  it  is  only  fair  to  the  Health 
Visitors  to  point  out  that  in  many  cases  it  would  be  impossible 
to  visit  more  than  one  case  per  day  owing  to  the  difficulties  of 
getting  to  the  residence.  For  the  same  reason,  so  far,  no  centres 
have  been  established  in  this  district, — Norton  alone,  being  a 
district  in  which  such  an  institution  promises  any  hope  of  success. 
The  subject  of  midwives  for  this  district  is  engaging  the  attention 
of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  and  deficiencies  in  this  respect  will 
he  made  good  at  the  earliest  time  possible. 

Illegitimacy,  which  does  not  amount  to  3.5  per  cent,  is  not 
specially  dealt  with  unless  the  financial  condition  of  the  mother 
demands  help.  There  are  no  special  maternity  homes,  hut  about 
6  cases  of  confinement,  mostly  illegitimate,  take  place  annually  in 
the  maternity  ward  of  the  Leek  Union  Infirmary,  where  the  head 
nurse  holds  the  C.  M.  B.  certificate.

FOOD. 

I  lie  Rural  Area  of  Leek  is  a  large  milk-produeing  centre, 
and  to  liring  milk  into  the  district  would  he  like  taking  coals  to 
Newcastle,  and  still  I  have  no  doubt  all  forms  of  children’s  foods 
are  readily  sold  and  preserved  milks  may  be  as  much  in  request 
as  in  the  large  towns.  At  certain  periods  of  the  year  there  may 
be  a  scarcity  of  milk  in  the  more  or  less  isolated  parts  of  the 
district,  but  on  the  whole,  milk  is  abundant,  and  can  be  obtained 
a;  a  price.  Health  Visitors  have  instructions  that  wherever 
they  came  across  cases  requiring  milk,  to  report  such  case  to  the 
M.O.H.,  in  order  that  milk  may  be  provided,  but  as  yet  no  ap¬ 
plication  has  been  received. 

HOUSING  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  want  of  houses,  which  is  general  all  over  the  country, 
owing  to  the  check  in  building  operations  during  the  last  few 
years,  is  also  present  in  the  Leek  Rural  area.  This  is  especially 
the  case  in  the  Norton  district,  which  is  the  most  populous  part 
of  the  area.  Here  it  is  impossible  to  prevent  overcrowding,  as 
houses  are  impossible  to  get.  Everything  is  done  to  secure,  under 
the  circumstances,  as  good  sanitary  conditions  as  possible,  and  to 
maintain  the  houses  in  proper  repair.  In  the  case  of  the  smaller 
farms,  many  of  the  houses  leave  much  to  be  desired,  but  as  the 
land  is  poor,  the  total  rent  would  be  insufficient  to  pay  any  land¬ 
lord  to  provide  a  suitable  and  up-to-date  duelling.  If  these  small 
farmers  are  to  be  provided  with  proper  housing,  it  is  impractic¬ 
able  to  expect  any  landlord  to  do  so,  if  the  return  for  his  money 
is  to  come  out  of  a  barren  soil,  and  it  would  be  a  gamble  to  put 
in)  sanitary  houses  on  the  chance  of  making  them  remunerative 
by  means  of  summer  visitors  or  boarders.  It  is,  of  course,  possible 
that  in  the  future,  by  means  of  afforestation  and  the  subsequent 
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effect  upon  those  high  bleak  districts,  such  places  may  become 
more  popular,  especially  as  the  means  of  transit  have  so  greatly 
improved. 


DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  SHOPS. 

There  are  96  Registered  Milk  Sellers  in  the  district,  whose 
premises  have  been  regularly  visited. 

SEWAGE  AND  DRAINAGE  WORKS, 

The  plans  of  all  new  houses  are  submitted  to  the  Council  for 
their  approval,  and  no  doubt  this  procedure  will  result  in  health¬ 
ier,  more  sanitary,  and  more  convenient  dwellings. 

The  pail  system  is  now  generally  adopted  in  the  Norton  dis¬ 
trict,  and  it  is  desirable  that  this  system  should  lie  extended. 

The  scavenging  of  the  villages  in  the  district  lias  been  dis¬ 
cussed  by  the  Council,  and  more  efficient  methods  are  in  course 
of  adoption.  A  Report  is  presented  fro-m  time  to  time  to  the 
Medical  Officer,  who  decides  in  what  cases  alteration  is  necessary, 
and  the  order  in  which  the  parishes  shall  be  visited. 

The  Endon  Sewage  Scheme,  prepared  by  Messrs.  Willcox  and 
Raikes,  is  now  in  working  order,  but  it  is  to  be  regretted  that 
recent  conditions  have  prevented  the  number  of  connections  being 
made,  which  otherwise  would  have  been  much  greater.  The 
scheme  has  been  a  very  expensive  one,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
it  will  require  good  management  and  proper  supervision  to  make 
it  a  success.  Endon  has  now  a  proper  system  of  drainage,  which 
no  doubt  will  act  as  an  incentive  to  the  building  of  many  new 
houses  and  help  the  village  and  district  in  a  material  way,. 
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Tlie  large  sewage  tank  at  Norton  Green  and  the  small  tanks 
in  the  parish  of  Norton  have  been  kept  in  good  order,  and  regu¬ 
larly  emptied  during  the  year. 

All  the  sewage  outfalls  intercepting  pits  have  been  kept  in 
good  order. 


POLLUTION  OF  RIVERS. 

During  the  year  there  were  2  cases  of  pollution  of  streams. 


DISEASED  MEAT. 

No  ease  was  reported  during  the  year. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  Knackers’  yard  at  Norton  has  been  visited  regularly,  and 
has  been  found  to  be  satisfactorily  managed. 

Another  license  has  been  granted  at  Morridge  Side,  Oneeote, 
and  this  place  will  also  be  under  strict  inspection. 


SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  no  public  slaughter-houses  in  the  district.  There 
are  olevon  butchers’  shops  in  the  district,  which  have  private 
slaughter-houses,  viz.,  eight  in  the  Norton  and  Endon  district, 
two  in  the  Longnor  district,  and  two  in  the  Leek  and  Leekfrith 
district.  They  are  inspected  periodically  to  ascertain  their  sani¬ 
tary  condition,  hut  not  always  at  times  of  slaughtering.  The 
Sanitary  Inspector  holds  the  certificate  of  the  Sanitary  Institute, 
but  no  special  certificate  in  meat  inspection. 


RAG  FLOCK,  ACT,  1911. 


There  are  no  businesses  carried  on  in  the  Lock  Rural  Area, 
to  which  the  above  Act  applies. 

The  Infant  Mortality  for  1919  was  G4.5,  and  the  total  number 
of  deaths  24. 

We  had  no  notification  of  opthalmia  neonation  during  1919, 
neither  was  there  a  case  of  puerperal  fever  reported.

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HOUSING. 

Appended  is  a  Report  under  Article  V.  of  the  Housing  (In¬ 
spection  of  District)  Regulation,  1910.  The,  houses,  as  a  rule,  are 
of  the  usual  artisan  type,  two  storied,  with  kitchen  and  scullery, 
and  living-room  below,  and  two  or  three  bedrooms  above, 
In  the  Norton  District,  there  is  a  pressing  demand  for  additional 
housing.  Two  additional  houses  have  been  added  this  year.  These 
have  been  erected  in  accordance  with  the  Byelaws,  the  Surveyor 
having  the  supervision  of  the  work.

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HOUSING. 

There  are  3,624  houses  in  the  Rural  District  of  Leek,  and  of 
this  number,  1,892  are  of  the  working-class  type. 

The  total  estimated  population  for  the  year  is  15,708,  with 
a  possible  future  increase  of  500,  consequent  on  completion  of 
new  works  in  progress  of  building. 

The  greatest  need  for  houses  is  in  the  parish  of  Norton-in- 
the-Moors,  where  about  150  new  houses  should  find  immediate 
ready  tenants. 

In  addition,  approximately  200  more  would  be  eventually 
required  to  provide  for  estimated  growth,  and  to  replace  unsuit¬ 
able  and  overcrowded  dwellings  throughout  the  district,  which 
comprises  23  parishes. 

As  the  preceding  indicates,  overcrowding  is  chiefly  in  the 
parish  of  Norton-in-thedMoors,  embracing  the  following  places: 
Norton,  Norton  Green,  Brown  Edge,  Baddeley  Edge,  and  Bach 
deley  Green. 

Shortage  of  bedroom*  is  the  greatest  feature  in  overcrowd¬ 
ing,  in  some  instances  the  intended  parlour  acting  for  a  bedroom. 

A  scheme  for  154  houses  in  the  parish  of  Norton-in-the- 
Moors  has  been  outlined,  and  when  completed,  it  is  hoped  that 
large  families  inconvenienced  by  such  limited  accommodation  will 
avail  themselves  of  the  new  and  larger  houses  provided,  allow 
smaller  families  to  occupy  the  existing  small  houses,  which  it  is 
hoped  to  gradually  bring  up  to  sanitary  and  healthy  conditions. 

Vigilant  inspection  has  been  given  to  matters  ol  sanitation, 
and  advice  and  warnings  administered. 
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The  general  (standard  of  houses  is  above  the  average  found 
in  mining  and  ironworking  districts,  occupants  in  most  cases 
being  only  too  anxious  for  improved  homes  and  surroundings. 

Lack  of  cubic  capacity,  added  to  primitive  lighting,  ventilat¬ 
ing,  and  inefficient  drainage,  account  for  many  defects,  making 
unfit  houses. 

Limited  labour,  coupled  with  difficulty  in  obtaining  materials, 
and  exaggerated  by  a  wide,  straggling  and  isolated  area,  has  pre¬ 
vented  owners  in  many  cases  from  executing  improvements. 

The  same  features  as  to  area,  militate  against  ideal  standards 
of  water  supply  and  sanitary  disposal  of  refuse,  without  placing 
rating  burdens  on  the  people,  which  it  would  be  hard  to  bear. 

There  are  no  portions  of  the  district  which  could  be  pro¬ 
nounced  as  absolutely  unhealthy. 

The  present  period  of  house  shortage  lias  in  many  cases  been 
taken  advantage  of  to  impose  extortionate  rents,  for  vans,  sheds, 
etc.,  far  in  excess  >of  properly  equipped  houses.  More  stringent 
Byelaws  would  he  widely  welcomed,  and  further  prove  a  check  to 
unseemly  structures,  which,  both  deface  the  landscape,  and  de¬ 
crease  rateable  value. 

During  the  year,  two  houses  were  found  to  he  unfit  for  human 
habitation,  one  being  voluntarily  closed  by  owner.  The  second 
house  was  closed  in  response  to  letter  sent. 

Under  the  Housing  Survey,  the  toWil  3,624  houses  in  the 
district  were  inspected. 

No  special  staff  are  as  yet  engaged  for  work  in  connection 
with  Housing.
